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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 3-20 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention (claim 20), and non-elected species 
3-20, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on April 20, 2006. 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-2 in the reply filed on April 20, 2006 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no serious burden. 
This is not found persuasive because claim 20 corresponds a process claim wherein the 
product claim can be made by another and materially different process as delineated in 
the previous Office action which applicant has not shown to be incorrect. Additionally, 
regarding the species, species 1 is not limited to the use in species 2 or 3 or any thin 
film transistor in the manner delineated therein, the respective devices in the species 2 
and 3 further require differing elements, e.g., electrode as opposed to terminal, no 
channel or insulation or first and second electrode is required in species 2, first 
electrode region and second electrode region in species 3 but not required substrate 
and insulation and channel thereon, insulation layer and a channel formed on the 
insulation, as in species 3. If there is allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be 
entitled tof claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the 
limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Applicant is requested to provide the various prior art recited in the instant 
application, including on pages 1, 2, 3, 8. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tsukamoto et al. or Lyons et al. 

Tsukamoto et al. 2004/0241900 A1 teach a terminal for organic material 10 
which comprises CNTs dispersed in thus in contact with organic material 10 having a 6- 
membered carbon ring and metal electrode 30/20 in contact the organic material thus 
would be in contact with the CNTs as well. Applications including TFT devices are also 
taught. See [0029] through column 8. 

Lyons et al. 6,825,060 B1 teach terminal for organic material including 
first/second electrode, e.g., 106/108 sandwiching layer 110 containing organic material 
1 12 including at least one of 6-membered ring and a carbon nanotube. See column 2 
line 20 to column 21 line 48, particularly column 3 line 65 to column 4 line 61 column 18 
line 47 through column 21 . The intended use or application to TFTs would be apparent 
given the scope of the structures in Lyons and in any event, is unpatentable as a 
preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
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steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA1951). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Nihey 2004/0238887 A1 is made of record.
